REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 



1. 



The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 



The prior art of record does not anticipate nor render obvious the method as set forth by 
applicant. While the prior art sets forth all the steps of applicant's method, the prior art of record 
does not set forth the specific sequencing of providing a medicament reservoir, creating a drain 
vent in the reservoir, THEN placing the reservoir in an aerosolization device, then creating an air 
vent, thus making the liquid available for aerosolization. This reservoir placement prior to 
insertion representing a step backward in the art wherein the standard post insertion drain opening 
is the norm (See US 6186141, 594417, 5810004, 5647349 & 3906950) to prevent such things as 
contamination or spillage from occurring during insertion. The closest prior art discloses 
reference of record is Gerber (US 2705007) which discloses a reservoir (D) that one of ordinary 
skill would appreciate from the reservoir's structure (that portion opposite end d) as being 
indicative of a glass ampoule frangible top, thus being fully capable of having the reservoir being 
opened prior to insertion into the device, but which does not expressly state such as being the 
case. Accordingly, for these reasons, and for only these reasons and for no other reason is this 
application being allowed over the prior art of record.
